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HE observations of April 14 gave 
iatitude 88 degrees 21 minutes, 
longitude 95 degrees 52 minutes, 
We were but 100 miles from 

the pole, but there was nothing to re- 

lieve the mental strain of the ‘icy de 
spair. The wind came with the same 

Satanic cut from the west. There had | 

been little drift, but the ice before us | 

displuyed signs of recent activity. It 
was more irregular, with an open crack | 
uere and there, but the sleds glided 
with less friction, and the dreary dogs 
malutulued a) better speed under rising 
talls. 

With teeth set and newly sharpened 
resolutions, we set out for that last 100 
wiles... Some dogs had gone into the 
stomachs of their hungry companions, 
but there still remained a sufficient 
pull of well tried brute force for each 
sled, and. though their noisy vigor had 
been lost in the long drag, they stili 
broke the frigid silence with an occa- 
sional outburst. A little fresh enthust- 
asm from the drivers was quickly fol- 
lowed by canine activity; 

We were In good trim. to cover dis- 
tance economically. The sledges were 
light; our bodies were thin. All the 
muscles had shriveled, but the dogs 
retained much of their strength. Thus 
stripped for the last lap; one horizon 
after another was lifted. 

In the forced effort which followed 
we were frequently overheated. The 
temperature was stendy at 44 degrees 
below zero F., but perspiration came 
with ease and a certain amount of 
pleasure. Later, however, there fol- 
lowed a train of suffering for many 
days. The delight of the birdskin 
shirt was changed for the chill of the 
wet blanket. 

Fortunately, at this time the sun 
was warm enough to dry the furs in 
about three days if lashed to the sun- 
ny side of the sled. In these last days 
we felt more keenly the pangs of per- 
spiration than in all our earlier ad- 
ventures. 

The amber colored goggles were per- 
sistently used, and they afforded a 
protection to the eyes which was quite 
a revelation, but in spite of every pre 
caution our distorted, frozen, burned 
and withered faces lined a map of the 
hardships en route. 

We were curious looking savages. 
The perpetual glitter induced a squint 
which distorted the face lu a remark- 
able manner. The strong light reflect - 
ed from the crystal surface threw the 
muscles about the eye into a state of 

chronic contraction. The pupil was 
reduced to a mere pinhole. 

There was no end of trouble at hand 
in eudeavoring to keep the windows 
of the soul open. and all of the efect- 
was run together in a set expression 
of hardship and wrinkles which should 
be called the boreal squint. 

This boreal squint is a part of the 
russet bronze physiognomy which falls 
to the lot of every arctic explorer. The 
early winds, with a plercing tempera- 
ture, start a flush of scarlet, while

We 
uu ve the color and the lines of old 
russet apples and would easily pass 
for prehistoric progenitors of man. 

In the enforced effort to spread out 
the stiffened legs over the last reaches 
there was no longer sufficient energy 
at camping times to erect u snow shel- 
ter. The silk tent was pressed into 
use. Though the temperature was 
very low when the sun was high, its 
tongénial rays pierced the silk fabric 
and rested softly on our brows closed 
m heavy slumber. In strong winda it 
‘Wwas-atill necessary to erect a shelter- 
ing Wall to shield the tent.

We 
noticed here also an extension of the 
We seemed to ser 
longer distances and the lee along the 
horizon had a less angular outline. 

The color of the sky and the ice als 
changed to deeper purple blues. W. 
had no way of checking these impres: 
sions by other observations. The en- 
gerness to find something unusual may 
have fired the imagination, but since 
the earth is flattened at the pole per 
haps a widened horizon should be de- 
tected. 

At 8 o'clock on the morning of April 
19 we camped on a picturesque old 
field .with convenient hummocks, to 
which we could easily rise for the fre- 
quent outlook which we now maintain 
ed. The tent was pitched. The dogs 
were silenced by blocks of pemmican 
Ip us new enthusiasm was aroused by 
a liberal pot of pea soup and a few 
chips of frozen meat, and then we 
bathed in life giving sunbeams, screen- 
ed from the piercing alr by silk 
strands. It was a beautiful day, and 
had our sense of appreciation not been 
blunted by accumulated fatigue we 
would have greatly enjoyed the play 
of light and color in the ever changing 
scene of sparkle. 

The Eskimos were soon lost in a pro- 
found sleep, the only comfort in their 
hard lives, but I remained awake, us 
had been my habit on succeeding days. 
to get nautical observations, The lon- 
gitude calculations Hned us at 94 de- 
grees 3 minutes. At noon the sun's al- 
titude was carefully set on the sextant. 
and the latitude quickly reduced gave 
89 degrees 31 minutes—twenty-nine 
miles from the pole. 

My heart jumped for joy, and the un- 
conscious commotion which | was cre- 
ating awakened Etukisbuk. I told him 
that in two average marches we would 
reach the “tigi shu” (the big nail). 

Ahwelnb was awakened with a kick. 
and together they went out to a hum- 
mock aud through glasses sought for 
a mark to locate so important a place 
as the terrestrial axis. If but one 
sleep beyond it must be seen. 

1 tried to explain that the pole was 
not visible to the eye; that its position 
was located only by a repeated use of 
the various instruments. This entirely 
satisfied their curiosity, and they burst 
out in burrahs of joy. For two hours 
they chanted and danced the passions 
of wild life. 

It was the first real sign of pleasure 
or rational emotion which they had 
rhown for several weeks. For some 
time I bad entertained the fear that 
we no longer possessed the strength to 
return to land. but the unbridled flow 
of vigor dispelled that, idea. 

More sleep was quite impossible. We 
brewed an extra pot of tea. prepared a 
favorite broth of pemmican, dug up a 
surprise of fancy biscuits and filled up 
on good things to the limit of the al- 
lowatce for our final feast days. The 
dogs, which had joined the chorus of 
gladness, were given an extra lump of 
pemmican. A few hours more were 
agreeably spent in the tent, and then 
we started with a new spirit for the 
uttermost north. 

We were excited to a fever heat. 
The feet were light on this run. Even 
the dogs caught the Infectious enthusi- 
asm and rushed along at a pace which 
made it difficult for me to keep a su- 
cient advance to set a good course. 
The horizon was still searched for 
something to mark the approaching 
boreal center, but nothing unusual was 
seen. It was the same expanse of 
moving seas of Ice op which we had 
lived for 500 miles. 

But. looking through gladdened eyes. 
the scene assumed a new glory. There 
were plains of gold fenced in purple 
walls, with gilded crests. It was one 
of the few days on the stormy pack 
when all nature smiled with cheering 
lights. 7 

As the day advanced and the splen- 
dor of summer night was run into the 
continved day the beams of gold on 
the surface snows thickened. while the 
shadows of hummocks and ridges 
spread n line of violet barriers through 
which a way must be sought.

resist the temptation to turn frequently 
to see the movement of ih- dog train 
with ita new fre.

Through this sea of “color the dogs 
came with a spirited tread, noses down, 
tails up and shoulders braced to the 
straps Uke chariot horses, The young 
Eskimos, chanting songs of love, came 
with easy step. The long whip was 
swung with a brisk crack, and all over 
there rose a cloud of frosteff breath. | 

Camp was pitched early In the morn- 
ing of April 20. The sun was nortti- 
east; the pack glowed in tones of Iliac; 
the normal 
brushed our frosty faces. ‘The surpris- 
ing burst of entbusiasm had been

march was made over average ice 


fatigue. Too tired and

though thin and ragged, had.a dignity 
as heroes of the greatest human bat- 
tle which had ever been fought with 
remarkable success. 

We were all lifted to the paradise of 
winners as we stepped over the snows 
of a destiny for which we had risked 


life and willingly suffered the tortures 
of an icy hell. 


The ice under us seemed almost sa- 
cred. When the pedometer registered 
fourteen and a half miles we camped 
and calmly went to sleep, feeling that 
we were turning on the earth's axis. 

The observations, however, gave 89 
degrees 59 minutes 45 seconds. We 
therefore had the pole. or the exact 
spot where it should be, within sight. 

We advanced the fifteen seconds, 
made supplementary. observations, 
pitehed the tent, bullt a snow igloo 
and prepared to make ourselves com- 
fortable for a stay long enough for two 
rounds of observations. 

Our position was thus doubly assur- 
ed, and a necessary day of rest was 
gained. Etukishuk and Abwelah en- 
joyed the day in quiet repose, but I 
slept very little. My goal was reach- 
ed; the ambition of my life bad been 
fulfilled. How could I sleep away 
such overwhelming moments of ela- 
tion? 

At last we bad reached the boreal 
center. The dream of nations had been 
realized. The race of centuries was 
ours. The flag was pinned to the cov- 
eted pole. The year was 1908, the day 
April 21. 

The sun indicated local noon, but 
time was a negative problem, for bere 
all meridians meet, With a step it was 
possible to go from one part of the 
globe to the opposite side—from the 
hour of midnight to that of midday. 
Here there are but one-day and one 
night in each year. The latitude was 
90 degrees. the temperature —38.7, the 
atmospheric pressure 29.83. North. 
east and west had vanished, It was 
south in every direction. but the com- 
pass, pointing to the magnetic~pole. 
was as useful as ever. 

Though overjoyed with the success 
of the conanest our spirits began to 
change on the next day after all the 
observations had been taken and the 
local conditions were studied. A sense 
of intense loneliness came with a care- 
ful scrutiny of the horizon What a 
Cheerless spot to bave aroused the am- 
bition of man for so many ages! End- 
less fields of purple enews! No life, vo 
land, no spot. to relleve the mgnotony 
of frost! We were the only pilxnting 
creatures ir a dead worſd of Ire. 


On April 23, 1908, Dr. Cooa began the 
long return march. With fuir weather. 
good ice and the inspiration of the nome 
run long distances were at first quickly 
covered. 

With a good deal of anxiety Cook 
watched the dally reduction of the foou 
supply. It row became evident that the 
crucial stage of the campaign was to be 
transferred from the taking of the pole 
to a final pattie for life against famine 
and frost, Early in July farther south- 
Ward progress became impossible. and in 
quest of food he crossed the Firth of 
Devon into Jones sound. On Feb, 18, 1903, 
the start was made for Annootok. With 
a newly prepared equipment the Green- 
zand shores were reached on April 16. 
Here Dr. Codie, was -areata by | Garg 
Whitney and anxious Eskimo friends. 
facilitate an early return he moved —— 
ward to the Danish settlement and reach - 
ed Upernavik on May %, 1909. The Dan- 
ish ship Hans gedə took him from 
Upernavik to Denmark.

Thus opines Prof: evin Fisher of 
Yale in a remarkable study Which has 
dust been ſesued by the National con 
servation Oommission. -a moat 
oateful study of vitality and health 
‘statiatios Professor Fiaber concludes 
that about 850 years ago. the average 
span of human life began to increase 
and it has been gaining ever since. 


Popular Fallacy Exploded. 


There is no more popular fallacy 
than the idea that beonle don’t live 
ao long as they used to do. The faot 
in that they live much longer than 
they ever did before, at least in any 
era of which there is record. 
the end.of the Seventeenth Conteh 
the average life was abont four years 
longer than at its beginning. At the 
end of the Eighteenth another four 
years had been added to the average. 
Then came the Nineteenth, with its 
great strides in seience in all depart- 
ments. During the first three quarters 
of that century itis found that the 
{average length of life increased at the 
rate of about nine years to the“ oen- 
tury. 

But that 080 not tell the most re- 
markable chapter of the story of in- 
Greasing longevity. During the last 
generation the increase lias been fast- 
er than ever before. Thus in Mass- 
achusetts the average length of human 
life is now increasing at the rate of 
about 14 years per century. That is, 
af the present progress continues, a 
oentury hende the average person in 
Massachusetts will live 14 years long- 
er than he dogs now. Yet Massach- 
usetts is not making so good a record 
as is presented for Europe as a whole, 
where the present increase is at the 
rate of 17 years in a ocentary. Prussia, 
the land of greatest advance in med- 
ical surgical and hygienio science, is 
increasing, its average longevity at 
the rate uf 27 years per century. 


Staflonary In India. 


What auch an inorease of hu man 
life would mean may be judged from 
the fact that the average life in India 
is now only 23 years and it is station- 
ary. India representa the stage of 
Civilization at which the benefits of 
solence, medicine, surgery, sanitation, 
eto, ‘Bre still-denied to the people in 

general. 

Professor Fisher quotes the result 
of Metohnikoff's investigations to sus- 
tain the contention that a noi mal age 
for men should be about 150 years. 
Metobnikoff found that mammals gen- 
erally lived about five times the per- 
iod devoted to growing. The one ex- 
ception is man. The growing period 
for man is about 80 years; , therefore, 
if he should lenghten hia life up to 
the av e of other mammals it 
would be about 150 years. Professor 
Fisher does not esteem that 150 years 
is by any means an impossible attain- 
ment when the unexplored possibili- 


ties Of aclence, sanitation and social 


betterment are developed, Metohni- 
koff decided that this was not even a 
normal period for old age; proper con- 
ditions of life should ad vanoe greatly, 
and this onnolasion is unhesitatingly 
accepted by Professor Fisher,

‘There are other questions likewise 
non political that I regard as even 
more “important than these, and the 
most important of all, in my opinion, 
ia some regulation of the appropria- 
tions that are made by the State for 
all manner of educational and charit- 
able institutions. In this matter of 
appropriations I am espeociully hostile 
to the method of carrying appropria- 

tions from session to session under 
special statues of which the general 
publio has no information. The peo- 

ple have a right to know just what is 
ing done with their money. There- 

fore all the appropriation should be 
made biannually. On one side of the 
account there should be the revenues 
of the State and on the other the pro- 
vision made for the disbursements of 
this money. 


Expenses Are Growing. 


„The expenses of the State show a 
decided tendency to outstrip its reve- 
nues. Each year shows increasing 
demands upon the State for appropri- 
ations of all kijnde, Plans should be 
outlined for more business like meth- 
ods in the disbursements of the State 
money and also in the expenditure 
of such appropriations as are made. 
There must be more system in 
everything. Otherwise the State 
within a few years will be in a posi: 
tion where its revenues will not be 
anfficient, for it cannot hope to in- 
crease ite taxable basis in proportion 
to the demands, It remains, there- 
fore, for the Legislature to inaugnrate 
some system whereby the money ot 
the“ State can be made to mean more 
in relieving the afflicted and destitute, 
for they must be cared for. I believe 
the Legislatdre can haudle the prob- 
lem if the newspapers inadgurate a 
campaign of education, so that the 
facts can be placed in their session in 
time to let them form some opinion 
of a method to meet the situation. 

**The reassessment problem isa very 
important one. The idea of it is to 
equalize taxation leviéd directly for 
State purposes, property valnes in 
some portions of the State being as- 
sessed on one basis and in other por- 
tions of the State on another. This 
results in inequalities.

Felix was th 
judge. There were no jurors. Paul 
was brought into the court. i 

Tertullus as a skillful advocatel 
opened his plea with a eulogium both 
delicate and artful. He based it Ne 
the one virtue on which the orato 
could truthfully hang any praise, hi: 
energy and vigor in suppressing ro 
beries and rebellion. "He seized 
sent to Rome a famous brigand calle 
Eleazer, who had ravaged the country 
for nearly 20 years; he represed th 
rebellion of the Egyptian impostor; 
and quieted a sedition which arose 
between the Jewish and Greek inhab- 
{tants of Cesarea.” 

Hence “by thee we enjoy sreat |. 
quietness” (v. 2). “Yet, notwith- 
standing, he was probably the worst! 
governor that Judea ever had. He had} 
a number of the Sicarii continually 
in his employment; and instead off 
pacifying the Jews, he only tan 
the spirit of sedition.”

When one has witnessed 
the lavish way in which these places 
spend and plan to spend millions for 
the same purpose of adding Water- 
waya to railroad, he may be pardoned 
for enthusiasm over the prospect now 
presented before his native town. If 
the plan iè- consummated I do not see 
how any other Eastern Shore town can 
cal] itself a competitor. Nothing 
will be left for Salisbury except to 
provide the industrial population to 
develop a great civio potentiality. 
Even in the most limited aspect the 
addition of a large building area

The Shellfish Commission will 
continue its fight at the next session 
of the Legislature for amendments to 
the oyster oulture law. Ohanges were 
recommended at the last session, but 
they were voted down. 

These changes provide thirty aores 
instead of ten, as the maximum for 
ond individual in the tributaries of 
the bay and five hundred acres, in- 
stead of one hundred, us the maximum 
in the opan bay; reduction of the 
rental to $1 an acre for six years; 
provisions for forcibly collecting sach 
rentals as may be charged: permission 
to lessees to take oysters whenever 
they choose; setting aside of ground 
for cultivation of plaut oysters; re- 
duction of time at which riparian 
owners have to decide whether they 
desire to take up the land tj whioh 
they have first cla m. 

Although the oyster law ‘has been 
in operation for several years the good 
that was expected to come from it bas 
not materialized to the extent that 
was hoped. Inthe opinion of the 
Commission these hopes will materia- 
lize wore rapidly if the changes re- 
commended arb put ito effect.

says the Springfield Union. Oonnect- 
ing Oeylou with India and the main- 
lund of Asia is a low lying, chain of 
islanda aud sand banks | known as Ad. 
am’s Bridge. In the Southern part of 
the ala ig. a beautiful mountain 
whioh baa been known for centuries as 
Adam's Pouk. A railroad built like 
the Florida Keys road to Key West 
will soon run actoes Adam's Bridge 
to connect Eden with Asta, and the 
angels with the fuming swords who 
stand guard at thé guats will be made 
to do signal tour service fur a Govern: 
ment railway, Tbe high slopes of 
the Adam’s Peak are devoted to gruw- 
ing tea for the .atternoon delectation 
of some danghter of Eve, who has long 
ago forgotten the gotden, the serpent 
end the exile. 

Despite all these 8 improve- 
menta and developments Geylon is still 
a Garden of Eden, although it is pinch 
confused as tq who is the master of 
the garden. 

Near the top of Adam's Peak there 
fe a depression in the stone which re- 
sèmbles a footprint—the track left. by 
a giant in the form of a man. Good 
Moslems and the vast majority of Ori. 
ental Obriatians firmly believe that it 
ie the footprint of Father Adam when 
he turned to leave the Paradise. Good 
Buddhists believe that it is the im- 
print of the bare foot of Gautama 
Baddha, who brought the enlighten- 
ment of his wisdom to Ceylon. De- 
vout Hindoos believe that the footprint 
is that of one of tha thousand and 
eight manifestations of the second per- 
son in the Brahmluioa trinity. , 

Bo pilgirms of every religion make 
their way to Adam’s Peak to pray for 
the salvation of mankind at the spot 
where many of them believe the first 
sin came into the world. 

Twenty-five years ago Buddhism 
was moribund in Oeylon. Hardly a 
monk could be fount; the temples 
were given over to ths profanation of 
the Hindus aud thuir disgusting wor. 
ship Everybody recognized that 
Buddhlam was dying out in Oeylon 
just at it had aready died in India. * 

Colonel Oloott resolved to reform 
Buddhism. Enongh of his Ohristian 
training and Occidental heritage re- 
mained with him toconvince him that 
‘faith, if it have not works, is dead. 
He established a Buddhist college, in 
which boys and young men were to be 
instructed in the ordinary branches of 
learning and in the pure precepts of 
their fathers’ ancient faith. 

Soon after came Mrs. Marís Hig- 
gins, also an American, who estab: 
lished a similar college for girls. The 
yellow-robed monks rubbed their eyes 
in wonder, end ther they, too, oaught 
some of the inspiration of the Western 
blood in an Eastern religion, 

In this same Gurden of Eden the 
American laborers in the Ohristian 
vineyard are also hard at work The 
American mission in the north of the 
island is taking outoast hoys and girls, 
educating them, giving them English 
names and setting them out on the 
road to prosperity. 

In Colombo there is an old Dutch 
Presbyterian Ohuroh, the congregation 
dating from 1648, The present oharch 
building was erected in 1749 and is 
the largest and handsomest building 
in the city. It contains the tombs of 
the Dutch Governors, Generale and 
Admirale—a mighty host. Ita people 
are all ‘‘burghers,’’ descen tanta of 
the old Dutch colonists. Whether the 
footprint on the Peak is that of Adam 
or Buddha or Visbu only the pilgrime 
vare. But there is no doubt that today 
American infiuence is the most potent 
in the oonfused ‘religious of this Isl- 
and.

But, with ane unconacious 
exception, for which he apologized 
like a Christian gentleman, he did not 
utter a discourteous word. 

He spoke as a man to his equals. 
Charged with crimes, he denied them 
in toto. This was no time for com- 
fessing any failures of reaching abao: 
lute perfection before God, as in his 
letters to the Ephesians (Eph. 3:8) 
and to the Corinthians (1 Cor. 15:9). 
All that would have been entirely mis- 
understood. Paul had ‘no mock ħu- 
_mnility, no Uriah Heep humbleness. He 
stated the simple fact. (v. 1) Far- 
nestly beholding,” “looking steadfact- 
ly on,“ “the council,” as If he would 
look into their inmost souls, he de- 
clared, I have lived,” Greek, “lived 
as a citizen,” obeying the laws of the 
empire, and fulfilling his duties as a 
Roman citizen.. He was a faithful cov- 
enant member of the commonwealth 
of God to which the other Jews, in- 
cluding the members of the Sanhe- 
drim, belonged. He lived as a true 
and loyal Jew.” His record was his 
defense. And this in all good con- 
acience before God.” However men 
may misjudge bim, by their false 
standards or in ignorance of the facts, 
he is right in the sight of God, and 
acquitted “in a higher tribunal than 
that of the Sanhedrim or or Caesar.“ 

2. The Silver Lining to the Clouds. 
—Vs. 4-11. The Firat Rays. To-Di- 
vide and Conquer came to Paul while 
he was explaining his teachings and 
his work in words of which the feo: 
ord is the barest epitome, He per 
ceived a difference of opinion among 
the rulets. The two leading parties 
were almost as much opposed to one 
another as they were to the Chris- 
tiaas. 

The Result was that the council 
came to mo decision as to the charge 
against Paul.

During “the night 
following the Lerd,“ the glorified Je 
sus, “steod by” Paul as he had at Cor 
iath (Acta 18:8, 10), amd as he 446 
again two years later im the storm at 
pea (Acts 27:24), showing that he was 
Ais ever-present helper, &s the electrie 
fash reveals the continual presence 
ef the unseen electric power. y 

3. Another Storm Cloud. Anm 
ieus Plot te Kill Pawl.—Vs. 12-15. 
13. “Certain of the Jews (more than 
40 (7. 13),.... bound themselves 
under a ourse.” They inveked the 
cutee of Ged upon them if they should 


“eat or drink until they had killed | 


Paul.” 

The Plan was to ask-Lysias to bring 
Paul down from the barracks im the 
castte of the Sanhedrim hall, under 
pretense of examining bim further. A 
mall guard would seem sufficient. 
They would excite a tumult, murder 


Paul and represent the murder as al. 


mere accidental incident. 

4. The Silver Lining. The Plot Made 
Known. The Result Was That Paul 
Was Seat Safely on His Way Toward 
Rome.—Vs. 16-35. Paul's Nephew. 
“The narrative gives the impression 
that he was quite a young man.” It 
is uncertain how he came to be in Je 
rusalem, or how, he discovered the 
plot. 

The youth told Paul what he had 
learned. Paul asked a centurion, te 
take the youth to commander Lysias, 
who immediately laid his plans te fell 
the plot. 

Commander Lysias: was mere ia 
sympathy with Paul than with the tur- 
bulent Jews who gave sO mueh 
trouble to the Roman autherities. 

He assembled a guard of 200 infan- 
try, the ordimary Roman soldiers, 200 
epearmen, a special class of light 
armed soldiers, and a band of 70 cav- 
alrymen. They started secretly at 
nine o'clock ia the evening, the third 
hour of the night” (v. 28), fer Cese- 
rea, the Roman capital of Judea, the 
seaport from which Paul embarked 
for Rome two years later. They car- 
ried a letter from Claudius Lysias to 
Feix the governor. The whole caval- 
‘cade went a little more than half the 
whole distan when they came to 
Antipatris, a ee, and pleasant 
place of residence bullt by Herod the 
Great in the plain of Sharon. The 
foot soldiers went no farther, but re 
turned the, next day to Jerusalem. 

The great desire. of Paul's heart 
was assured. Death, nor prison, nor 
Jews, nor Romans could prevent. His 
work was sg approved of God that he 
promised Rim @ larger and more diffi- 
cult geld. “So must thou bear wit- 
nenn aldo at Rome.” His wish (Acts 
18:21; Rom, 1: 10, 11) was to be grat 
ified in a way of which he had no 
thought.

Good 
Buddhists bellese that it is the im- 
print of the bare foot of Gaotama 
Buddha, who brought> the enlighten- 
ment of his wisdom to Oaylom De- 
vont Hindoos believe that the footprint 
is that of ane of the thousand and 
eight-manifestations-of the second per- 
son in the Brahminioa triulty. 

So pilgirms of every religion make 
their way to Adam's Peak to pray for 
the salvation of mankind at the spot 
where mauy of them believe the first 
sin came into the world, 

Twenty-five years ago Buddhism 
was tnoribund in Ceylon. Hardly a 
monk could be fonon; the temples 
were given over to th) profanation of 
the Hindus and. their disgusting wor- 
ship. Everybody recognized that 
Buddhism was dying out in Oeylon 
just at it bad aready died in India, &

Paul’s defense. Paul. did not at this 
time une his accustomed tact and 
courtesy. But, with one unconscious 
exception, for which he apologized 
like a Christian gentleman, he did net 
utter a discourteous word. 

He spoke as a man to his equals. 
Charged with crimes, he denied them 
in toto. This was no time for con- 
fessing any failures, of reaching abso- 
lute perfection before God, as in his 
letters to the Ephesians (Eph. 3:8) 
and to the Corinthians (1 Cor. 15:9). 
All that would have been entirely mis- 
understood. Paul had no mock hu- 
mility, no Uriah Heep See ETS Tok He 
stated the simple fact. (v. 1) “Bar. 
nestly beholding,” “looking steadfact- 
ly on,” “the council,” as if he would 
look into their inmost souls, he de 
clared, I have lived,” Greek, “lived 
as a citizen,” obeying the laws of the 
empire, and fulfilling his duties as a 
Roman eitizen. He was a faithful cov 
enant member of the commonwealth 
of God to which the other Jews, in- 
cluding the members of the Sanhe- 
drim, belonged. He lived as a true 
and loyal Jew." His record was his 
defense. And this “in all good con- 
acience before God.“ However men 
may migjudge him, by their false 
standards or In ignorance of the facts, 
he is right in the sight of God, and 
acquitted in a higher tribunal than 
that of the Sanhedrim or or Caesar.“

and Distributors of America. and the 
Poste: Pintea Association of the 
United Staten. ge 

The campaign is an outoome of 
the last convention of the Bill Post- 
erg, at which. time a resolution was 
adobtedwranting free of charge to the 
National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Taberoulosia spade 
on all of the bill boards controlled by 
this organisation, located in 8,400 
towns and villages of the onnuntry. 
The National Association was at once 
confronted with the difficulty. of ao- 
cepting the genérous gift of the Bill 
Posters, because of the lack of funds 
to carry out the programme proposer: 
The poster printers offered to print all 
of the posters free of charge, but the 
problem of paper was such a large 
one, involving so many thousand dol- 
lars that the National Association was 
obliged to appeal to paper mauafact- 
ures in all parte of the United States. 
As a result of these requests sufficient 
paper has been rencived to start print- 
ing 15,000 posters. The skotohes tor 
the designs have also been solicited 
from prominent artists in and around 
New. Tork City. $ 

Through the generosity of these 
different groups, the National Assoc- 
iation is able to inaugurate one of the 
largest bill posting campaigns ever 
nndertaken by a philanthropic organ- 
ization, If sufficient paper is procar- 
ed, a million posters will be pasted 
on bill boards in every state in the 
Union. 

The posters will be nine feet long 
and seven feet wide, and will be print- 
ed in several colors The posters are 
designed to show graphically how 
copsumption oan be oured and prevent- 
ed.

Sunday, Nov. 14.— Pastor Russell, of 
Brooklyn ‘Taternacle, preached today 
rom the above text to a large and at- 
tentive audience às usual. He said:— 

Throughout the length and breadth 
of this land of liberty, young and old 
understand full well the significance of 
slection. Councilmen, aldermen, máy- 
ors of cities, county officials, State om- 
cials, United States Congressmen, Sen- 
ators, the President and Vice-President 
are chosen. or elected from. amongst 
the people to their various official sta- 
tions. They are chosen with a view to 
the. blessing that will accrue to the 
electors by the exercise of their official 
positions, How strange, then, that we 
who-are so familiar with these things 
should read into our text so very dif- 
ferent a view of election! 

The thought should naturally suggest 
itself to us that if God is electing or 
selecting a Church in the present time, 
it must be with a view to the use of 
that Ohurelt subsequently to serve in 
some manner the interestd of tlie re- 
mainder of the world, from amongst 
whom they were elected. And this is 
just what the Scriptures teach; name- 
ly,. that Christ Jesus himself is the 
Head, the Captain, the Chief Ruler, 

and that this “elect” company are, fig- 
| Uratively speaking, his members.“ his 
associates, his under-priesthood. The 
F tell us that this selection is 
according to Divine foreknowledge and 
foreordination. They tell us that God 
foreknew our Lord Jesus as the one 
who would occupy the glorious posi- 
tion of Prophet, Priest, Mediator and 
King of the world during the Millen- 
| nium. They tell us also that the same 
God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
| Christ forekuew us also and “predes- 
| tinated” that there should be a Church 
| class selected from amongst the world, 
to be their Redeemer’s associate, his 
under-priesthood, his subordinate kings 
during the Millennium. 


The Elect Now and Hereafter. 

The Church is spoken of as God's 
“elect’"* now, before the election has 
been finished; before the testing is 
completed; before the called have been 
These 
are “elect” in the sense of having been 
nominated—“moved and seconded.” 
God moved that they should be elect- 
ed, and “called them with a heaven- 
ly calling.” It remained for the called 
ones themselves to “second the mo- 
tion“ by presenting themselves in full 
consecration of heart to the Lord. But 
this was not sutticient; for the invited 
ones were recognized as imperfect and 
unable to come up to the requirements 
of the call. Hence it was necessary 
that the Lord Jesus Christ should be- 
come their surety and agree out of 
his own fulness of merit to supply all 
of their lack, their imperfection. And 
this he gladly does by applying for 
such the merit of his sin-atonement- 
sacrifice finished at Calvary. 


Making the Electiop Sure. 

Keeping before our minds that the 
heavenly Father made the motion or 
the call, that we seconded it by ac- 
cepting the call_upon its terms of 
faith and consecration unto death, 
and that our Lord Jesus is our surety 
who will make good our unintentional 
blemishes, what shall we say of the 
prospects of our being elected and at 
whose door shall we lay the responsi- 
bility if we are hot elected? Surely 
the unchangeable God who nominated 
us has made every provision for our 
election and will cooperate. Surely 
our Redeemer, our Surety, our Advo- 
cate, will give us every assistance in 
the way and, according to his prom- 
ise, cause all things to work together 
for our good. Just as surely, there- 
fore, the entire responsibility for fail- 
ure would lie at our door. And this is 
what St. Peter in our text declares, 
“Maké your calling and election sure.” 

From this standpoint we have a spe- 
elal interest in our own election, such 
as we never had before when we mis- 
understood the entire matter. Once In 
our ignorance we thought that St, Pe- 
ter bad written foolishly about our 
making the election sure; for accord- 
ing to the erroneous theory which we 
had “swallowed” without proper mas- 
tication, God was doing all the elect- 
ing himself, and had unalterably fixed 
our destiny as eternal glory or eternal 
suffering, long tentunies before we 
were born. A 

This erroneous ‘view blinded our 
mental sight from all the various in- 
centives which now are so precious 
and so helpful. What had God elected 
us to be and to do? To alt upon a 
cloud and to play upon a harp and to 
sing to all eternity, cheerfully looking 
over the battlements of heaven to see 
our dear friends writhing in tormetit,—- 
and striving: hard to praise God for it 
al! and to think of his course in our 
election and their damnation as the ex- 
emplification of Justice and of Loved

~been going down for the past six thou- 
sand years into the great prison-house 
of death—"prisonérs of hope,” how- 
ever, because of the promise of God's 
Word and the redemption sacrifice of 
Jesus, 

My beloved hearers, if your hearts 
are not moved by this message of 
God's grace and this information re- 
specting his Kingdom and of your pros- 
pects of becoming Kings and priests in 
that Kingdom, it is because you do not 
believe the message—because your 
faith does not properly grasp the “ex- 
ceeding great and precious promises“ 
of God's Word (II Peter i, 4). 1 am 
aware that this Whole message by 
Jesus and his apostles has been 80 
long covered by the rubbish of “the 
dark ages” that it was lost to our 
sight for a long while, and sadly we 
missed its encouragement to faithful- 
ness. I am glad. however, that now 
the eyes of understanding are opening || 
to see the length and breadth and 
height and depth in the great Divine 
Plan of the Ages. 


The Value of Earthly Crowns. 

Consider for a moment what fabu- 
lous prices have been paid for earthly 
crowns! Thousands of.lives have been 
sacrificed ard millions of money, to 
gain an earthly crown. And thousands 
who paid this price knew well that 
“uneasy rests the head which wears 
the crown.” They knew well, too, that 
its tenure would be precarious and 
that the attainment of it would bring 
them lasting hatred from others who 
aspired to the same position and who 
considered that their right to it was 
as good or better. 

What comparison should we institute 
as between the value of such a crown 
and the “crown of glory,” honor and 
immortality which God has promised 
to his elect—to such of them as make 
their calling and their election sure! 
Has God placed too high a valuation 
upon the heavenly crown, in demand- 
lng that those who would sbare it 
with the Redeemer must prove their 
loyalty to him and to the principles 
of righteousness, and to the spirit of 
love, to the extent of laying down 
their lives in his service and in “doing 
good unto all men as they have op- 
portunity, especially to the. household 
of faith?’ 

Our Lord asked wherein would be 
the profit to any man if he were to 
gain the “whole world and lage his 
own soul—lose his future life 
the purpose of our present topic we 
might ask a moditied question, name- 
ly, If one should gain the empire of 
the whole earth and all of its riches, 
and it another should gain this heav- 
enly election to the heavenly King- 
dom of one thousand years and go 
subsequent eternal blessings wit e 
Lord, which of these would boa 
the better part- which would“ show 
the real wisdom, and which would be 
the foolish one? But the contrast in- 
creases when we note that the domjn- 
ion of earth cannot be secured by our 
sailing through bloody seas, and that 
A mere competency of earthly wealth 
is attained by only one of a thousand 
who strive for it day and night. Sure- 
ly from the standpoint of the Father's 
Word all earthly honors are vanities, 
in comparison with the heavenly glo- 
ries and blessings which may be sure- 
ly attained by the “called” of this 
Gospel Age—if they will but follow 
the Divine directions. 


Terms and Conditions of Election. 

In our context St. Peter tells us upon 
what terms the called and accepted 
may make their election sure. After 
calling our attention to God's exceed- 
ing’ great and precious promises he 
tells us that they were given us to 
the intent that they should operate in 
our minds so as to influence our lives, 
in harmony with the Divine will; and 
that thus we may “become partakers 
of the Divine nature, after having es- 
eaped the corruption that is in the 
world through desire.“ — selfishness,

Now comes the climax of the advice 
to those seeking to make their calling 
and election sure (verse 8). If these 
things be in you and abound, they 
make you that ye shall neither be bar- 
ren nor unfruitful in the knowledge 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” And then 
as our text declares, If these things 
abound and if we give diligence to the 
making sure of our calling’ and elec- 
tion and do these things, we shall 
never fall- we shall in no case fall 
of securing our election. God seeketh 
such for joint-heirship with their Re- 
deemer in the Kingdom, God “seek- 
‘eth such to worship him as worship 
him in spirit and in truth.” 

The grand consummation of our 
election—our Kingdom honors and 
glories—is specifically referred to by 
St. Peter in the next verse, saying, 


(For so an entrance shall be minis- 


tered unto you abundantly into the 
everlasting Kingdom of our Lord and 
if, dear Breth- 
ren, we believe these things, let us 
dermit them to control our lives—our 
words, our deeds and our thoughts. 
Surely we can well afford to be con- 
sidered foolish along lines of the sac- 
rifice of earthly interests, if thereby 
we can develop the character which 
our Lord desires and prove ourselves 
worthy of a share in his Kingdom.

Kindly give me space in your valu- 
able paper to correct some misleading 
and false statements that have appear- 
ed in the papers regarding the pro- 
ceedings before the City Odtncil and 
my connection with the sdgpension of 
Officer Crouch. ~ 

In the last issue of the Wicomico 
News, for instance, and under the 
misleading heading or Oronch— Wal- 
ler Diffioulty“' it states as follows :— 
„There was a lengthy hearing of the 
evidence on both sides before the Oity 
Council Friday night each wide being 

represented, by Counsel. After hear- 
ing all the evidence” eto. eto, Now 
I wish to state that thia is wholly mis- 
leading as it fails tostate all the facta 
and gives the public the impression I 
was personally . prosecuting Cronch 
and had tried my case before the 
Council. 

Now the facts that I wieh to state 
are these: Mayor Harper, in the dis- 
charge of his official duty, for whioh 
as a citizen, I desire to thank him, 
filed charges agaivst Mr. Crouch and 
suspended him from duty. As Orouch’s 
assault upon me was the cause of his 
aespension, the Mayor requested me 
also to file charges. Thie I did some 
time afterwards, not realising that it 
would be construed into a personal en- 
coanter between Orouch and myself. 
As soon as I realized my position, 
while I-was-willing to assist the May- 
or and Oouncil in their official duty to 
maintain discipline, I had my coun- 
eel withdraw my charges on Friday 
evening mentioned and tender myself 
ready to assist the Council in their in 
vestigation. Not a single witness 
‘Was summoned on my behalf and the 
matter was heard wholly upon wit- 
nesses summoned on behalf of Mr. 
Oronch, though I did testify at the in- 
vitation of the Mayor. I realized that 
I could have no possible interest 
whether James Crouch was on or off 
the Police Force, turther than any 
other law-abiding citizen, had in the 
peace and good order of the communi- 
ty, and did not desire any witmess to 
testify for me and so informed the 
Mayor. I also believe the Mayor 
would have summoned other witnesses 
on his own responsiblity if he had 
not expected I would summon them an- 
til a late hour. 

Now this is all that was done before 
the Council. My charges withdrawn. 
Witnesses summoned on behalf of 
Orouob interrogated by the Mayor, and 
I testitied at the call of the Mayor and 
without counsel. This is all the trial 
that there was. 


As the News dogs not seem to have
